WIFE KILLS 
HUSBAND WHO 
TUOK JEWELS 


Mrs. Cummings Reports Deed 
and Surrenders Herself, 
Declaring She Fired in 
Self Defense, 


HER FIRST HUSBAND'S 
DEATH INVESTIGATED

Record of Man Killed After 
s 
Brief Quarrel Includes 
Saloon Homicide Followed 
by Acquittal. 

Mrs. Minnie Cummings, 30 years old, shot 
and killed her husband, Dennis Cummings, 
aged 31, at 2814 Locust street, at 5:30 Satur- 
day afternoon. She immediately went to 
the Four Courts and gave herself up. She 
declares the killing was done in self-de- 
fense. The man’s wound was on the back 
of the head. There was no witness to the 
tragedy, and no one heard the shot. 

Mrs. Cummings has been living at the 
Locust street house for a week, while 
Cummings has roomed at 109 North Chan- 
ning avenue for three weeks. 

The couple had been living apart since 
the woman had her husband arrested 
about threes weeks ago on a charge of 
stealing her jewerly from her. The case 
was dismissed, Judge Moore holding that 
a husband cannot be guilty of larceny 
from his wife under the laws of this 
state. 

Saturday afternoon at 5 o'clock, Mrs. 
Eleanor Duff, the landlady at 2814 Locust 
street, admitted Cummings, who came to 
see his wife. He went at once to her room 
on the third floor. 

Mrs. Duff was. busy in the kitchen for 
the next half hour, and heard no sound 


from upstairs. Suddenly Mrs. Cummings 
appeared in the doorway. 


Coolly Announces 

the Shooting. , 

“lt have just shot my husband,” she 
said. “He drew a knife, and I had to shoot 
him or be killed myself.” 

Cummings and his wife were married in 
Alton, I11., July 14, 1902. She was the widow 
of E. M. Harris, whose death was termed 
Suicide after an investigation. He was 
found with a bullet hole in his head very 
similar to that of Cummings, in October, 
1901, at his home, 4419A Evans avenue. 

Mrs. Cummings has lately been employed 
as a dressmaker at 2741 Olive street. Be 
fore going. seven days ago, to the house 
in which the shooting took place, she had 
lived for a short time at 2807 Locust street. 
She stayed there one week, and while there 
went by the name of either Mrs. or Miss 
Harris, the landlady Is not sure which. 

When seen at the Four Courts Satur- 
day night Mrs. Cummings told her story 
without the least emotion, except when 
mention was made of her former husband, 
Harris. 

In regard to the shooting Saturday Mrs. 
Cummings says: 


Says Husband 
Brandished Scissors. 


“T rented the room at 2814 Locust street a 
week ago Friday. Cummings had been 
home but three nights since we went there 
and when I asked him as to his where- 
abouts on the other nights he told me he 
had been playing cards with the boys for 
beer. 

“He had been drinking heavily and when 
he came home was quarrelsome and was 
always demanding money. 

“When I went to the room yesterday 
afternoon I found Cummings there. He 
had torn up the bed, upset the mattress, 
taken up the rugs and ransacked all of the 
drawers in a search for money. He was 
drunk at the time. 

“When I remonstrated with him he 
cursed and abused me and threatened me. 
I had stood about al! of that I could and

Minnle 
Methot, the original ‘‘Princess Chio,’’ who, 
with Miss Maude Talbot, a Casino beauty, 
and Mrs. Jean Stuart, arrived today on 
the Philadelphia, told of the latest thing 
in dinners, known as the ‘‘Aerial Dinner.’’

The American dentists who serve royalty 
in Europe are considerci as intimate 
friends and privileged characters. ‘It Is 
the American dentist” is sufficient expla- 
nation for royal favors in Germany, in 
Russia, in Austria, tn Mpain, Sweden and 
Italv. 

Fifty yeare ago a king or a prince con- 
sifiviel his dentist tn the same class with 
his barber and his hairdresser. But when 
American dentists established themselves 
in the capitals of Europe and were sent 
for, in condescending fashion, D embers 
of the royal families, they flatly “ieclined 
to go. 

One of Emperor William's best friends 
is his American dentist, Dr. Sylvester, who 
lives in a magnificent mansion near the 
Tiergarten in Berlin. When the Kaiser 
wants his teeth attended to he never sends 
for Dr. Sylvester to come to him, but 
goes hinfself to the dentist's house on foot, 
with only one attendant, and walks in so 
quietly that the neighborhood often does 
not know he is there. 

The King of Saxony cannot complain if 
the crown princess made a friend of her 
American dentist, because his American 
dentist, Dr. Jenkins, has always enjoyed 
very great favor.

sponsible for this fraudulent method, were 
retained in the service while another em- 
Ploye was used as a sc goat and dis- 
charged. The guilty employes are said to 
be now In the dead letter division. 

The original scandal in the ae letter 
office occurred before Postmaster General 
Payne assumed office. 

The Comptroller of the Currency toda 
rendered an —- which will suspen 
half of the promotions author'zed by the 
bureau of salaries and allowances of the 
postoffice department for the next fiscal 
year. beginning July 1. 

This decision means that $2,300,000 appro- 
priated by Congress for increasing saleries 
and employing additional clerks must be 
reallotted so as to comply with the law.

OMAHA, Neb., April 18.—The police of 
this city are still trying to determine the 
fate of Mrs. F. E. Knight and to locate 


the husband, whom they believe murdered 


her and secreted her body in some of the 


places about the city. 

Barly last week neighbors missed Mrs. 
Knight from her home. Inquiries revealed 
the fact that she was not on a visit to 


any of her accustomed places. Then a 
_guspicion entered the minds of some of 


them that she had been murdered, and 
they notified the police. An investigation 
was started, and from a letter Knight 


wrote to Mrs. Stiles, mother of a former | 
mistress, it is believed that he poisoned |

He at once telephones it to the President 
and, if good connections are made, the de- 
cision reaches the cabinet members as 
quickly as if he had discussed it with Mr.

If one of the President's official family 
brings up a matter that is strictly confi- 
dential, his letter is forwarded to Mr. Loeb 
at Cinnabar and the transmits it in person 
to Mr. Roosevelt, whom he sees every day 
or two. 

The same course is followed with the reg- 
ular White House mail. Important letters 
are forwarded and the substance of those 
of extreme moment are put on the wire. 
Such letters are few, as all of the Presi- 
dent’S close friends and political advisers 
understand that he is not to be troubled 
with any but the most vital matters while 
he is on this vacation.

BY JACOB GOULD SCHURMAN. 


The question, what shall we do with the 
Philippines, is still unsettled. At the pres- 
ent time the question remains in abeyance, 
partly for the reason that the Philippines 
are distant from us and disconnected with 
our own Interests and partly that there 
have of late been no striking occurrences 
in the archipelago to command our atten- 
tion. 

Undoubtedly, too, influences are at work 

which aim to keep the question out of 
sight, with a view to the indefinite per- 
petuation of the present essentially tem- 
porary political @rrangement. The ex- 
ploiters do not want any digcussion of the 
destiny of the Ph'lippines. Neither do the 
jJingves, who shout for the maintenance 
of the American flag and American force 
in the islands. And it is generally true 
that a party in power desires things to 
gO on essentially as they are. 
“After us, the deluge,”” and the poor 
Filipinos are at present so prostrated by 
the effect of war, famine, pestilence and 
the collapse of agriculture and other in- 
dustries that they are engrossed in a 
struggle for mere subsistence, without 
much thought of those political rights and 
liberties which, however earnestly de 
stred, are at least not absolutely essen- 
tial to the preservation of life itself. 


Our Experience 

of Disillusionment. 

But this condition of things is not like- 
ly to endure. The American people are 
going through an experience of disllusion- 
ment on the subject of the Philippines. 
They have discovered that (naval sta- 
tions apart) there is absolutely no ad- 
vantage to them in retaining sovereignty 
over the archipelago. 

The simple belief that those scattered 
Pacific islands, with their poor inhab- 
itants, .would somehow enrch this con- 
tinental republic, with its aboundingly 
prosperous population has been under- 
mined by sad experience. 

Our nation ts finding no compensation 
for its vast pecuniary sacrifices In the 
precarious gains of a few exploiters. 
There is no profit in the Philippines—but 
loss.

(with the exception of a few downright im- 
perialists) would load him with praise and 
gratitude if, acting in harmony with 
American principles, he would set up a 
stable native government in the Philippines 
and, with the reservation only of naval

JERSEY MOSQUITO 
NOT DANGEROUS 


But Keep an Eye on the 
Kind That Is Not 
Humpbacked. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 18-—The Jersey 
mosquito is vigorously defended in bulle- 
tins issued by Dr. L. O. Howard, chef 
entomologist of the government. Dr. How- 
ard and his assistants havé made a ciose 
study of the 27 varieties of mosquitos 
and their con- 
clusidns are that the Jersey kind is the 
least harmful of all. While acknowledging 
that the Jersey mosquito {s vicious gnd 
long of beak; they contend that its bite 
does not inject malarial or other fever 


poison into the blood. 

It has been determined by Dr. Howard 
that New Jersey occuptes a unique position. 
Immediately south the mosquito families 
carry yellow faver and malaria. Immedi- 
ately north is another variety of the ma- 
laria-producing mosquito. But, for some 
unknown reason, the polson mosquitoes 
shun New Jersey itself. The theory that 
the Jersey mosquito guards his frontier 
and eats up the foreigners as fast as they 


attempt invasion is being studied by Dr. 
Howard and his assistants. 

Dr. Howard's investigations have demon- 
strated that malaria is contracted only 
through the bites of mosquitoes of the 
genus Anopheles. 

“Broadly speaking,’’ says Dr. Howard,, 
“when the blood of a human being suf- 
fering from malaria is sucked into the 
stomach of a mosquito of the genus Ano- 
heles the malarial parasite produces a 
arge number of minute, spindle-shaped 
cells, known as blasts, which enter the 
salivary glands of the the insect and are 
ejected into the system of the next person 
bitten by the mosquito. So far as present 
knowledge goes, this is the only way in 
which people become malarious.’ 

To enable people to tell the difference 
between the harmless mosquito and the 
one that is dangerous, Dr. Howard de- 
scribes the two varieties. The Culex 
ungens, or the New Jersey mosquito, 
en clear wings, while the Anopheles, 
or malarial mosquito, has wings which 
are more or léss spotted. hen the 
Culex pungens is resting upon a wall 
it appears humpbacked—that is to say, 
the head and béak are not in the same 
plane with the body and wings, but 
project at an agile toward the surface 
of the wall, the peey and wings being 
arallel with the wall.

This sullen change is to be realy ac- 
cbunted for.

MECHANICAL GENIUS 
MENDS BROKEN THINGS 


Suffered From Spinal Meningitis and 
Nerves Were Atrophied, but Mind 
Only Needed Awakening to 


Show Brilliancy. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, O., April 18—The wonder 
of Ohio is 9-year-old Leslie Oren, stricken 
blind, deaf and dumb in infancy and now 
able to speak, read and to write on the 


typewriter. 

Helen Keller was born deaf, dumb ang 
blind. Her training was a marvelous ac 
complishment, but it covers a decade. Les- 
lie Oren has been in the Ohio institution 
for the deaf and dumb only five years. 
His performance before the board of char- 
ities and correction the other day astound. 
ed all the board’s members. 

The lad was a grandson of the late Sen- 
ator Oren of Clinton County. His parents 
are farmers. Spinal meningitis atrophied 


his nerves. 
“T recognized the extremity of the case,” 


said Miss Ada E. Lyon. 

“I began first by an attempt to impress 
upon him that a certain sign was a re- 
quest to have some urgent necessity met. 
lf he was thirsty I taught him that to ob- 
tain a drink of water he must make the 
sign of the letter ‘W’ by holding his fing- 
'ers to his lips. After many, many efforts I 
gained my drat victory. He rationally con- 
nected the sign with a drink of water and 
readily made it, and soon I led him until 
he was able to express all his wants. 

“The next step was the manual deaf al- 
phabet. I used the contact sign language, 
and after he began to learn the signs so 
that he could express himself nteleeniy 
I substituted se manual spelling in his 
hand for the signs. 

“T communicated with him solely through 
the sense of touch. He learned —— that 
to touch him on the top of the he and 
to pat him meant ‘Good Poy Touches and 
contacts and motions of the hand in va- 
rious directions all signified phrases which 
he soon learned. 


Learned to Spell 

the Word “Hat.” 

' “In this way, though the vocabulary was 
quite. limited he, copying my methods of 
cummunication, was able not only to ex- 
press the simplest wants, but also more ab- 
stract connections and idéas. 

‘Tle learned much as a baby learns to 
talk. Sentences, questions and answers 
were spelled to him hundreds of times 
before he made any attempt to spell them 


himself. 
“He learned to read raised letters first. 


The word ‘hat’ in line print was placed 
on a hat and he was shown that the line 
print and the manual spelling of the word 
represented the same object. It was some 
time before he grasped the idea, but after 
the first’: word was learned it was a pleas- 
ure to teach him, he was so eager to know 
the name in print of familiar objects. 

“When he could read line print readily he 
was taught New York point edges and the 
new Braille print. Of cours@*he readily ac- 
quired the use of the Braille writer.’’ 

Perhaps the most remarkable of all the 
achievements of this young prodi is his 
learning to speak. He reads lips by plac- 
ing the tips of the fingers of one hand on 
the lips and the thumb on the throat of his 
teaoher, and while his hand is in this po- 
sition he distinctly utters a word ora sen- 
tence, When once his mind grasps the 
meaning through his sensitive finger tips 
he immediately executes the order given. 
The only difference between his way of lip 
reading and articulation is that in the Iat- 
ter he puts one hand to hie teacher's lips 
and then to his own to see if he feels the 
same sound vibrations. 

One lesson he enjoys much is a lesson 
written in point print or Braille formed of 
the words which he articulates best. He 
runs the fingers of his left hand quickly 
over his printed word, forming at the same 
time the corresponding letters on his right 
hand. He pronounces the word the mo- 
ment he recognizes it, and begins to search 


sjifor the object named: 


Another favorite lesson is to transcribe 
the point writing by runming his left hand 
over the writing and with his right writing 
t on the typewriter, locating the keys: by 
their relative’ positions. At first he used a 
machine with raised letters on’ the keys, 
but now he uses an ordinary typewriter 
with ease, 

In speaking of his traits of character his 
teacher added: 

**Lesiie is a most lovable and affectionate 
child. Though he {s very self-willed, he is 
open to reason and has a most forgiving 
disposition. He is of artistic temperament 
and has a great love for the beautiful. If 
he does not know the name of some object 
about which he wants to ask he will cut 
the object with the scissors from the paper. 
Mechanically bent, he can mend almost 
anything that he finds broken.” 


A BOLL WORM STATION 


Experiments to Determine the Best 
Way to Work Will Be Made 
in Texas. 


TERRELL, Tex., April 18.—Prof. Quain- 
tance, special agent of the United States 
department of agriculture. in charge of 


the boll worm experiments for Texas, 
has arranged with B. D. Wilson of Hetty 
to devote 40 acres of his far mduring 
the present season to boll wor mexperi- 
ments. Congress, in passing the weevil 
bill, included an appropriation for ex- 
periments directed against the boll 
worm, and the 40 acres at Hetty will be 
used exclusively for devising ways and 
means of combatting the boll worm. 
The land selected 3 divided into eight 
sections and the different methods of 
cultivation will be used on each section, 
thus showing by contrast what method 
is best adapted to the purpose. 
Only the best varieties of cotton will 
be planted and the work will be under 
the personal direction of Prof. Quaint- 
ance. The land selected is well adapted 
for the work, being located at Hetty, a 
ostoffice station on the Texas Midland 
ailroad, about 11 miles north of Ter- 
rell. The farm is situated in the Sabine 
river bottom, noted for itis fertility, and 
Mr. Wilson will cultivate a total area 
of 1400 acres, in addition to the 40 acres 


| set aside for the government's use. 


Cotton and corn will be the principal 
things planted this season. The farm is 
operated by convict labor and is under 
r. Wilson's personal management.

NEGRO BANDS CAUSE FRICTION 


Confederate Veterans and Union Labor 


Unable to Agree Upon Music 
for the Parade, 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 18.—There is 
trouble between the Confederate veterans 
and the union labor over colored bands. 


The committee of arrangements here, is 
arranging for the parade, wished to con- 
tract for 2 bands. The Musicians’ Union, 
which is a member of the trades council, 
could not furnish that many white bands, 
but offered to supply a number of negro 
there being two musicians’ 
unions—one white and the other negro. The 


union bands, 


Confederate veterans expressed an unwill- 


ingness to march behind negroes in a Con- 


federate parade and informed the union 
that it would have to supply white bands. 


The union replied that it could not, and 
ihat the Comfederate veterans would have 
to accept the negroes. The veterans again 


declined, and said they would send to Mo- 
bile and other places for white bands. The 


union then threatened to boycott the Con- 
federate reunion and laid the question be- 


fore the trades council, to which al] the 


labor unions belong. 


The question wus an unpleasant one for 


the trades council, because of the senti- 
ment attached here to the Confederate vet- 
erans, and the boycott was laid over for a 
week. But the president of the council 
who. by a strange coincidence, is named 
R. B, Lee, after the great Confederate com- 
mander, gave notice that unless the veter 
ans acceded to the demand of the Music- 
ians’ Union and accepted the negro bands 
the Confederates would be boycotted. 

In this event the- carpenters, painters, 
and others now engaged n erecting the big 
meeting hall for the reunion would be 
called out, the cab drivers who have to 
carry the Confederate generals in the pa- 
rade would be prohibited from doing so. 
and union laborers would be prahibited 
from a for the veterans or 
their reunion. The veterans are given a 
week to think it over.

harder to perfect their hitting than other 
players. 

Coming up on the train from Dallas to 
Little Rock, several of the Cardinal play- 
ers discussed the possibility of harm from 
too much batting practice and some of the 
opinions advanced were unique, but at the 
same time convincing. 

*‘Too much batting practice may make a 
man stale, but I have seen very few cases 
where players have been harmed by it,’ 
ventured Pat Donovan. “But every player 
from his own experience knows when he 
has had enough and then he ought to let 
up on it for the rest of the day.”’ 

“You all know that when you first pick 
up a bat u can hit ‘em out briskly, but 
after You have taken your turn for an hour 
or so you find that you miss more balls 
eee! don’t hit them so far when you, do 
and. 

‘Batting practice, however. is invaluable 
to the inexperienced hitter in that it gives 
him confidence, teaches him to stand up 
to the plate and pick out the good ones. 
It has cured many a man of the bad habit 
of pulling away from the plate. In the 

r leagues they do not as a rule work 
80 persistently in hitting. That is the 
reason that many a player who has hit 
well in the minors cannot make any kind 
of an average when he breaks into the big 
leagues and goes up against better pitch- 


ng. 

“T have seen players that would be un- 
steady in an afternoon game because of 
too much batting practice in the morning. 
One man that played with me on the old 
Pittsburg cl was peculiar in this res- 


Jimmy Ryan Not 
a Practice Hitter. 

“Ordinarily he was a good hitter, but let 
him go out in the morning and get hit with 
a pitched ball a couple of times in prac- 
tice and it was ten to one that he wouldn’t 
get one safe in the game the same day. 

“I have in mind,” continued Donovan, “a 
player who is one of the oldest in the busi- 
ness and yet I never saw him get up and 
hit in the practice béfore a gama That's 
Jimmy Ryan, now playing the outfield for 
Washington. 

“Perhaps Jimmry traveled on the principle 
that practice spoiled his eye. At any rate 
he never indulged in it on the field before a 
game. He has been playing ball in the big 
leagues since 1886 and is still a good hitter. 

“As often as I have played against Ryan 
I don’t remember that I ever saw him pick 
up a bat or a glove to warm up before a 
game. He would go out in the field and 
catch a few flies, but he didn’t toss with 
any of the other players and never took

Miss Mary Pretty, a Govern- 
ment Clerk, Wrote 20,400 
Words in Six Hours. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Miss Mary E. 
Pretty, a typewriter girl from Phila- 
delphia, was appointed to a positian in the 
patent ofice March 16 last. [In less than 
two weeks she held the record for the fast- 
est typewriting ever done in the govern- 
ment service. 

When she handed in her report for April 
1, showing 17,500 words written, the clerks 
who had been considered speedy felt as 
though a first-cvlass April-fool joke had 
been played on them. For a week after- 
ward efforts were made to wrest the cham. 
pionship from Miss Pretty. Last Tuesday 
one of the clerks raised the record to 19,300 
and gleefully handed in her report, but the 
girl from Philadelphia the same day made 
a record of 20,400 words written In six 
hours. As the girls began to show signs 
of a nervous breakdown, those higher in 
authority advised them to discontinue the 
‘“‘pace that kills,’’ and the excitement for a 


time seems at an end. 

Ncbody is more surprised at the wonder- 
ful feat in typewriting than the girl who 
accomplished it. She had no idea that her 
work was anything more than .average. 
Hier speed had never been tested, nor had 
she especially striven for rapidity. Before 
taking the government position she had 
been employed by a commercial firm in 
Philadelphia, and when there was a large 
amount of work to be gotten out shd had 
always worked as hard as she could.., She 
has never studied the ‘touch system 
which is so much in vogue at the present 
time. Her proficiency has come through 
power of coneentration and ability to cton- 
trol her nerve force. : 

The work on which Miss Pretty made her 
record was closely written manuscripts 
in different handwritings—descriptions of 
patents issued by the government. She 
was required to make fac-simille copies. 
Those who pass upon her work say It is re- 
markably free from mistakes, not averag- 
ing one error to a page. For So competent 
a clerk she is very young, being just, 21. 
Her salary is $720 a year. Her friends think 
that without a doubt a promotion will be 
quickly céming. 

Miss Pretty took the civil-service exami- 
nation last October, and received her 4ap- 
pointment in the regular way, without a 
particle of Influence. 


BABIES BORN IN ILLINOIS 


State Board of Helaht Record for the 
Year 1902 Shows 76,608 Births 
in State. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 18—According 
to statistics in possession of the state board 
of health 76,608 children. were born in Il- 
linofs during the year 1902. Of the number 
19,115 of the births are credited to Cook 
County, 38,671 were males, 37,32 were fe- 
males and the sex of 612 was not stated 
in the reports made to the authorities. 
There wees venosted also r gg births, fif- 
teen triplet and 1767 still bir ; 

In the city of Chicago births are reported 
by many physicians to the department of 
heaith instead of the county clerk. It is 
reasonable to suppose that but few of 
these physicians make duplicate reports. 
The records of the department of health 
show that 27,347 births were recorded in 
Chi o during 1902, 19.116 having been re. 
ported to the county clerk, 8232 to the de- 
artment of health. How many of them, are 
Teptionted is not apparent from the records 
nor can it be stated just how many of the 
19115 births reported directly to the county 
clerk should be credited to Chicago. An 
attempt will be made to obtain. exact fig- 
ures for publication in the next issue of 
the bulletin. 

Owing to the fact that returns of deaths 
for the year 1902 have not yet been report- 
ed no deductions of any value can be made 
at the present time as to the relation be- 
tween the birth and death rate.

Surgeon Took It Out but the 
Dog Finally Died. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 18.—A _ re- 
ma”Kable operation was performed by Dr. 
E. C. Switzer, the veterinary, who removed 
a rubber ball from the stomach of a black 
and tan dog owned by Clarence 8S. Reed 
of Bradford street. 

The dog swallowed the ball some weeks 
ago, after the bail had been filled with 
water by a little child. It was known that 
the dog had swailowed the bali, and he 
was. immediately taken to Dr. Switzer for 
an cperation. 

The dog was then in a remarkably 
healthy condition, and it was necessary to 
diet the animal for several days before 
he could be operated upon. 

Dr. Switzer at first tried to extract the 
bail without opening the stumach, by reach- 
ing into the stomach through the throat, 
opening the abdomen and _ thus forcing 
the ball into the jaws of the forceps. He 
found that the ball was solid and would 
not contract, however, and that it would 
b= necessary to open the stomach. 

The stomach was, therefore, removed 
from the body, and an open{n made 
through which the ball was taken. It 
was found that the churning motion of 
the stomach against the ball had caused 
ccnsiderable inflammation, and it was 
doubted if the dog could survive the oper- 
ation. The stomach was sewed up, how- 
ever, and replaced in the most careful 
manner, and the animal seemed to be do- 
ing well for several hours afterward. 

The inflammation which had been started 
by the rubber substance in the stomach 
then came on again, and the animal died 
in 36 hours after the operation of gastritis.

Wall Street Is Now Busy With Specu- 
lation on the Outcome of Pres- 
ent Stock Promotions, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 18-—The Evening 
Post says: Today's bank statement was 
negative in character, and in most regards 
Was pretty much what had been expected. 
The smaliness of the gain in cash re- 
serves, as compared with yesterday's 
forecasts, was the chief cause of disap- 
pointment. 

The gain by the banks in cash, though 
partly offset by a moderate loan ex- 

nsion, adds a couple of miihons more 

surplus reserves. 

The increase is hardly up to the aver- 
age of this week in other years, but it 
is something. Increase in loans this week 
is probably a result of the bank capita! 
Operations, The statement does not har- 
monize in its different, items. The return 
Was not very well received on the stock 
exchange, though it had no particular ef- 
fect on prices. Up to the time when it 
was published stocks had been fluctuating 
uncertainly back and forth, with no uni- 
formity of movement. They yielded slight- 
ly when the statement was made public, 
but 'n the main recovered this incidental! 
loss before the close. 

Reading stock broke rather sharply; 
Metropolitan and Amalgamated Copper ad- 
vanced somewhat vigorously. No great 
interest was taken in either movement. 

nerally speaking, the market closed 
with little change. 

The root of such present evil as exists 
ds beyond any question our excessive stock 
Promotions, In so far as the markets have 
ereally suffered, since the _ securities de- 
cision, they have done so because they 
were already undermined by the processes 
of which the Northern merger was a type. 
it Is. however, a fruitiess as well as a 
thankless task to merely distribute blame 
for the errors of the past. What most 
people wish to know is how we shall 
atone for them. 

First, of course, by stopping the prac- 
tices which got us into our present 
‘Scrape.

TO RUIN WHOLE LIBRARIES 


Race Suicide Not One of Sins, as It 
Multiplies at Rate of 80,060 
Daily When It Gets 
Started. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—In a neglected 
vault of the department of agriculture was 
stored an accumulation of reoords and 
documents. 

Onc of the janitors gave the vault a 
spring alring recently and to his dismay 
he discovered that an insect of sore de- 
scription had dug trenches in long atdight 
rows through certain sections the’ rec- 
ords piled high in the vaults, while in other 
sections were caves and deep mines. 

When +xposed for a short time to the 
air, the records crumbled to pieces. En- 
tomologists of the department had told 
American housewives how to rid their 
homes of roaches. Farmers had been care- 
fully coached in the latest methods of de- 
*troying chinch bugs. Science had prac- 
tically annihilated the calico-hack cabbage 
bug and the lady bug gave promise of de- 
stroying the San Jose scale. 

But here within the walls of the derart- 
ment an insect had attacked and van- 
guished the musty records which told how 
other pests were to be destroyed. Mr. C. 8. 
Marlatt, known as the annthilator of bed 
bugs. was called. 

“White ants have done it,” shouted the 
gaoniter. “It was the work of termes flav- 
des,.”’ cried Mr. Marlatt reproyingly. Both 
were correct. 

The white ant is one of the most de- 
structive of all insects. In the merry 
month of May {t flourishes from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. In more southerly 
sections it is at its best in April. 


Library Volumes 


Destroyed by Pest. : 
“Our records are not complete,’ said Mr. 


Marlatt in explanation, ‘‘but we know that 


an accumulation of books and papers 
owned by Illinois was entirely ruined by 
what you have called white ants. A library 
in Bouth Carolina clesed for the summer 
was as complete a wreck in the fall as our 
own volumes in the adjoining vault. Hum- 
boldt accounts for the rarity of old books 
in New Spain by the destructive works of 
these insects. The flooring of one of the 
sections of the United States National Mu- 
séum was for several years annually un- 
derminod and weakened by these insects 
and the colony could not be found. It was 
finally necessary to replace the wooden 
floors with cement.”’ 

For these Important reasons, among oth- 
ers, we have the learned treatise by Mr. 
Marlatt on the white ant with suggestions 
as to the best manner of ontwitting them, 
which even the author must confess, are 
not always successful. When a!! toher rec- 
ommendations fail the only rtcourse. ac- 
cording to Mr. Mariatt, is to replace floor- 
ing with cement and stone. 


“White Ant” Is 

a Misnomer. 
The term ‘“‘white ant,’’ Mr. Mariatt In- 
siste, is a misnomer. The white ant is not 
an ant at all, Its social habits are mucfi 


the same as those of other ants, but it is 
alliea to the dragon ‘files and ‘May flies. 
In their swarming the white ants come out 
in pairs. If one of these pairs succeed 
in finding a decayed ——— or an una- 
brigded dictionary, before the season is 
over white ants are reproduced at the rate 
of 60 to the minute or something like 89,- 
000 a day. Race suicide fg not one of sins 
of the ant family. White ants contrive to 
get along without a queen. What the en- 
tomologists call a supplemental queen, one 
that is never winged and never leaves the 
coleny, always comes forward to replenish 
the epecites. 

Having warned us of the damage done 
to Hbraries, office deske and even buildings, 
Mr. Marlatt observes that the greatest pro- 
tection against these insects tg perfect 
dryness. The presence of fiying termes in 
the spring should be followed by an im- 
arom and persistent hunt for the colony. 
tf the colony is found ut the house, 
steam or hot water should be used to kill 
them. Better than hot water or steam is 
kerosene or some other petroleum oil. 
Where floorings and underpinning or books 
and papers are badly infested and a whole- 
gnic treatment becomes tmperative, the 
hydrocyanic acid-gas furhigation is urged.

The apparatus 
consisted of a iong plank, highly polished, 
with a padded notch at one end for the 
patient's head to which was attached leath- 
er straps to fasten on the chin and the base 
of the akull. On cither side of the board 
were loops for the support of the arms, to 
be used in an emergency. 

The contrivance is so cunstructed that 
it Hes parallel with the floor in its normal 
position. Thus the patient is permitted to 
He down on it, his head is eg tightly 
to the gearing. and the plank is slowly 
raised. This action causes the body to 
slide down tho glassy surface until its 
weight rests upon the neck. The board is 
slianted according to the desired pressure. 
In this cage, it has been tilted to an angle 
of 4 degrees, leaving the head to support 
two-thirds of the body's weight. 

When the treatment was begun Knupfer 
vas unable to remain upon the instrument 
more than 15 minutes.

The underground restaurant is a develop- 
ment of the past four or five vears. Half 
a decade ago it was scarcely known here. 
Now it in the forefront of popularity 
and is rapidly gaining on itse!f in the race 
for universal recognition in the World's 
Fair city. 

Within a year two new basement cafes 
have been opened—Sprague'’s and Schrap's 
Already Mc'Yague's and Lippy’s were in 
the field, not to speak of other under- 
ground restaurants of more or less rep- 
utation ‘ 

If the visitor to St. Lou:s should ask to 
be ‘directed to the cafe mest frequented: by 
the seeker of a restaurant luncheon. or 
dinner of the “‘swell’’’ varicty, it is most 
prebabie that the St, Lovisan who knows 
would direct him to an underground cafe. 
True, there are several high-c!as3 cafes 
ahove ground, but the tendency of the past

few. years nas peen, and sijll is, increas- 
ingly, to “go'down for dinner.”’ 

In New York the cafes of the upperten- 
dom kind are all bulit above the’ surfaee. 
One calls to mind Deimonico’s, Sherry’s, 
Shaniey’s, the Martin—ali above ground. In 
Chicago the Edelweiss, the Vogelsang, the 
Wellington, tke Auditorium Annex and 
practically all the high-class cafes are 
above the ground. | . 

But it observed that very recently. 
the underground movement. spreading 
from St. Louis, is taking root in Chicago.

the basements of tall business structuves. 
Until the skyscraper became a necessity, 
owing to the great pressure from all sides 
toward the cente> of the downtown dis- 
trict, the basements cf buildings were 
not considered highly desirable for any 
buSiness cf the better sort. 

Some cellars were used for. storage; 
they were rented to junk dealers of 
second-hand men; they had cheap sidewalk 
entrances, and were more or legs in @e- 
mand as barber shops or sehoe-shining 
pariors. Th cellar of the business bu'ld- 
ing was an uncouth, iliy-ventilated; dark, 
dank -hule, and it could be rented very 
reasonably. 

Ten years ago, the skyscriper office 
building began to loom up as a prominent 
feuture of downtown St. Louis. With the 
erection of hundreds of éffice rooms, in 
tlers, reaching far Skyward, came an in- 


creas.ng pressure toward ine center. 
Everybody wanted to get clove to th 
heart of things., if not ou tae ground 
tloor, then up in the air. and these build- 
ings furnished the. opportunity. 

Until then,, it was possible to leise a 
ground fico“ at’ a reisonable rental, im 
a first-class jiocali’'y, but just abort that 
time,” another new element entered th? 
commerdial. a-enn. This was the trus* 
company, a concern which’ unites: tanking. 
real estate, the admin'stration of estats 
and other lines in one  organizat’on, 
These cencerf:s: spruiug ~- up numerously. 
They had- large capital. and could ya” 
jarge renta's.: They -took the g-’ound 
floors of the tall buildings. Some of them 
built skyscrapers of their own, reserving 
for their own use the ground floor. 

Still ahother element came into competi- 
lioa with the cafe. That was the city ticket 
cfrice, of the. railroad. Great railway lines 
centering in. St. Louls suddenly grew de- 
sirous to make aftractive dis)’ ays behind 
plate glass, and more of the ground-figor 
premises were.demanded. The high-class 
restaurants. which must have quarters in 
the heart of town, could not go above the 
surface, for it. appears that hungry folk 
prefer not to walk upstairs to dine. The 
restaurants went btiow ground, for there 
was plenty of spate available in the big 
bascments. 

Sco it happered that workmen were’ made 
busy transfcrming the gloomy § cellars. 
Deep-c#llinged apartments were made be- 
neath the ‘street level. Architects and ar- 
tists in various crafts were called in con- 
sultation. Foundation pillars: were carved 
and kalsomined into picturesquesness. Tile 
floors were’ laid deep in the earth. Ingen- 
iuvos dévices -for ventilation were intro- 
duced. " 

Attractive entrances leading.straight 4n 
and down the silewalks were conceived and 
executed by the architects. St. Louis awoke 
one morning and found that a cafe with 
skyscraper prices and interior ernary:

The secret of the 100,000,000-bushel in- 
crease in’ Iowa is found in these words: 
“Use only selected home-grown seed, There 
are six essentials: First. We should de- 
pend on home-grown seed for the main 
part of the crop, and not upon imported 
seed. Second. We should select ears of 
corn for seed which have kernels of as 
nearly untform size and shape as possibie. 
Third. We should test the Planter tho- 
roughly and stay with it until it drops 
regularly the number of kernels in each 
hill: Fourth: We should test the vitality 
or germinating power of all.corn intended 
for seed Fifth. We should have seea 
corn that is brought from a distance—if wa 
must do this—sent on the ear and not 
shelled. Sixth. We should procced by test- 
ing the vitality, sorting, shelling and test- 
ing ofthe planter at once, and not wait 
until the spring. If lowa farmers will fo]- 
low these six essentials regularly and 
faithfully millions will be added to the 
corn output and the wealth of tthe state 
will bée enormously increased."’ 

Then Prof. Holden himself prepared the 
following statement for the Su@day | Post- 
Dispatch, putting his theories into forni. 
and showing how.millions can be added and 
how the work should be done and continued, 
ever bearing in mind that the selection and 
planting of the seed is the essential fea- 
ture. 

“IT. know of no better way to sort and 
prepare the seed.corn than to place fifty 
or one hundred ears on some boards or 
tables and with all the tips pointing one 
way. Select an eer that moat nearly 
sents the type that you prefer. With this 
ear in your left hand, go over all the ears 
on the board, and, with the ‘right, push 
out those ears which show too great varia- 
teed the type in pine, eng Pore +

most in the past. We have studied the 
ears, but have paid little attention to the 
kernels. First discard those ears’ which 
have kernels unusually broad, iong or thick, 
also those, which are very narrow, thin or 
short. This Is ubsolutely necessary before 
we can expect any platiter to drop a uni- 
form number of kernels in each hill. Dis- 
card all ears with kernels which are shriv; 
éled or too pointed, indicating low vitality 
and poor feeding valme...The butts and tips 
should’ now be sheiled off and fhe ears 
shelled; as above described. But this is not 
ali. This Corn is not ready for the planter 
until it has been picked, over by. hatid, -re- 
moving the broken, rotten, discolored, ir- 
regular, weak and chaffy grains. This 
seems like a great deal of expense, but no 
farmer can afford to do less than this, 

“When we remember. that it is possible 
for a bushel of seed corn to return us 70 
bushels next. harvest, we can readily see 
the folly of neglecting. this work. What is 
a day, or even two days, spent on this 
bushel of seed. corn, and especially at this 
Season of the year? 


“No farmer can afford to depend on im- 
ported seed for thé’ main part. of his crop.

No one can witness such an exhibition 
without being impressed with the enormous 
power involved in the display. Hundreds 
have asked what horsepower would be-re- 
quired to duplicate the spectacle. In the 
near future a report on the work im that 
section by the United States geological sur- 
vey, under Mr. Arnold Hague, will give 
details as to the estimated energy in- 
volved. If we include the heating of the 
water, as well as the projecting of it to 
these heights, not far from 100,000 horse- 
power would necessary to duplicate an 
eruption of this typical geyser. 


“It would be impossible for anyone to 
spend a few weeks observing the pherom- 
ena that may be seen in any of the geyser 
basins of the world without being im- 
pressed with the enormous waste of en- 
ergy which is going on there.

APOLEON BONAPARTE, who sold 
N the Louisiana Territory to the United 
States when he was first consul of 
France, had the most extraordinary signa- 
ture, or series of signatures, ever pre- 
served to posterity from the hand of one 
man. From the time when he was in ths 
military school at Paris to the days of his 
sad doom on St. Helena, Napoleon was con- 
stantly changing his signature. If it be 
argued that alterations in one’s own sig- 
nature denote fickle-mindedness, then the

The Yellowstone National Park is ac- 
counted one of the wonders of the New 
World, but how much more wonderful 
would it be if Mr. Hallock’s suggestion 
were adopted; if the great park became a 
manufacturing district with great plants 
drawing their power from nature. How 
marvelous would be the sight of an elec- 
tric power-house drawing its power from 
such a battery of boilers as the geysers in 
Hell's Half Acre. 

Old Faithful, the geyser which he princt- 
pally considers in his calculations, is the 
most remarkable natural phenomenon of Its 
kind in the world. It gets its name from the 
faithfulness with which {ft performs. Not 
even the clock stars, by which is deter- 
mined sidereal time, are more regular in 
the'r movements than is Old Faithful.

must have to maintain. not only a healthy, 


body, but a sane, clean, bright and alert 


" {ntellect. 


A good many persons fancy that by keep- 
ing a house or apartment well aired or ven- 
@ilated they of necessity breathe properly. 

But this is a fallacy, for no matter how 
gure the air may be—and it is of great im- 
portance that it should be pure and fresh, 
ff you do not use your lungs properly you 
do not get the benefit of the fresh air. 
Just stop to think what an office of 
health the lungs occupy In the human body. 

It has been estimated that every breath 
or expiration of air contaminates half a 
barrel of pure air. 

The lungs throw off with each outgo- 
ing breath accumulations of poisonous 
matter. 

The oxygen taken into the lungs in a 
deep, full breath brings life and nourish- 
ment to the tissues. 

. Beauty .and health depend upon the 
‘amount. of oxygen taken into the lungs. 

So that the breath of life is the breath 
of beauty and happiness. And the breath 
of life is full and deep, augmenting the 
elimination of the waste matters carried 
by the blood to the tungs by Increased 
oxygenation or aerating of the blood. 

The young lady who posed for these pic- 
tures fllustrating the value of breathing 
for beauty is a well-known teacher of 
physical culture and herself an exponent 
of the value of right breathing. 

You can see by her demonstrations what 
Happens to a woman's form if she breathes 
Incorrectly. 

_ The chest actually caves in, the stomach 
protrudes and the back curves. 


The woman who wishes to get the bene- 
fits ef full. deep breathing must learn how 
to stand and sit correctly, how to’ carry 
herself so that her body is harmoniously 
Polse:l, whatever she is doing. 

You can neither stand, sit nor walk un- 
lean your body enjoys perfect freedom. 
Tight corsets. binding sleeves or collars 
make deep, full breathing quite impossible. 

There has been endless talk about correct 
breathing, and many opposed suggestions 
for acquiring the habit of right breathing. 

The clearest presentation of the subject 
was made by Dr. W. R. C. Latson, who 
saye: 

“The usual teaching is that there are 
three methods of taking in the breath, the 
clavicular, the lateral and the abdominal. 

“In the clavicular breath the abdomen

“With most women whose waists are 
tightly bound by an unhygtenic corset and 
several skirt bands, abdominal action is 
impossible, and the only action by which 
they can take in air is by using the chest 
muscles. 

“With men the tight linen collar, the sus- 
penders and the tightly buttoned waist- 
coat would render the upper part of the 
trunk immovable, and only the lower or 
abdominal breath can be used. 

“In these days qf freedom and enlight- 
enment most of us are the complacent 
appendages of our clothes, and we breathe 
as our clothes permit.’’ 

Fortunately since Dr. Latson wrote this 
lucid explanation of the mistaken views 
concerning correct breathing, the corset 
giving perfect breath freedom has not only 
been introduced, but adopted by the ma- 
jority of women all over the civilized 
world. 

The efiormous advantages to health ard 
beauty which have followed the wearing 
of the new straight front corsets cannot 
be overestimated. 

The woman who wears a correct corset 
can Sreathe as nature intended at all times 
during the day if she knows how. One 
great point to remember in breathing exer- 
cises is that hurry or too great force is 
worse than useful; it is harmful. 

I have seen breathing exercises taught 
by a so-called ‘‘culturist’.that fairly ter- 
rified me. 

_I once visited a breathing #lass and the 
pupils doing their exercises looked for al! 
the world as though they were in the early 
Stages of extremely fearsome fits. 

They gasped and _ snorted and went 
through a lot of antics with bulging eyes 
at a speed that made me dizzy. Don't fer- 
get that breathing must be slow, rhyth- 
mic and continuous to be beneficial. 

Rapid, violent breathing may produce se- 
rious injury to the pulmonary tissues. Bear 
in mind that deep breathing is correct—- 
breathe, no matter what you are doing. 
Breathe through the nostrils with 
mouth closed. 

Not by spasms, but constantly. You wil! 
soon acquire the Sorrect breathing habit 
and once acquired you wil! never lose it~ 
for once you know the right way to take 
your breath you will feel stifiead at any 
curtailing of your supply of oxygen and 
involuntarily you will insist on being al- 
lowed to get your share of the breath of 
life which is only possible when you 
breathe rightly. 

Learning to breathe correctly is easy— 
just stand erect, chest up, chin back. Prac. 
tice any simple gymnastic exercises, keep- 
ing t'me with the expiration and inspire - 
tion of your breath. 

To be sure that you are getting the right 
use of the abdominal muscles lie flat on 
the back on a couch without pillows, or 
even upon the floor; now let go, relaxing 
all your muscles. 

Place your hands upon the abdomen and 
take a long, deep breath. 

If you have completely relaxed you wil 
find the first effect of your deep breath 
will be to inflate the abdomen.

Each time the per- 
oxide is applied a lighter shade is the re- 
sult until finally the hair is yellow. 

The only way to find out in your own 
case is to make. the application and watch 
results. 

Peroxide is the least harmless of the 
Well-known bleaches, but if you are going 
to lighten your hair I really would advise 
your putting yourself in the hands of a 
first-class hairdresser who understands the 
precess. 

The operation is expensive, but you will 
be saved much humiliation and distress, for 
amateur hair bleaching is followed vooner 
or later by a heart-breaking condition of 
Streaky tan-colored hair, and in the end 
the amateur usually finds it more costly 
than the regular and scientific process.

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William Eubanks Makes the Surprising Statement That the 
Cherokee Capital Received Its Name From a Sect of 
Egyptian Priests—Researches by the Best Living Authority 
in the Cherokee Tongue Settle a Long Disputed Question. 


HE city of Tahlequah, capital of: the 
ia Indian Territory, received its name 
from a sect of Egyptian priests. 
This, at least, is the surprising announce- 
mept of William Kubanks, wha is work- 
ing with the Cherokee language with a 
view to compiling a Cherokee dictionary. 
Mr. Eubanks has been known for many 
years as, perhaps, the best living author- 
ity upon the Cherokee tongue. He lives 
at Tahlequah, has been for a long. time 
an interpreter there, and is gone of the 
chief authorities in a glassary of the 
Cherokee language recently published by 
the American Bureau of Ethnology. He 
has written of his recent discéveries for 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 


BY WILLIAM EUBANKS. 
TY is generally known that Tahlequah 
| is the name %f the Cherokee capital 

and situated in the center of Tahle- 
quah, the central district of the Cherokee 
Nation, Indian Territory.
